Fez itself is one of the most interesting of Moorish 
cities, but is seldom visited by the ordinary tourist, as 
it necessitates a fairly long journey on mules or horse¬ 
back from Tangier or Marrakesh. It is one of the 
three capitals of the Moorish empire, and has a 
population of 120,000. 
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
